- allegiance, —and by relinquiſhing the treaſonable plans in which they are engaged, to entitle themſelves to 
that mercy which their lawful governors anxiouſly wiſh to extend to them: A contrary conduct will in- 
evitably ſubje& them to loſs of life and property, and expoſe their families to ignominy and beggary— 
whilſt at the ſame time, it will throw on the religion, of which they profeſs to be the advocates, the moſt 
indelible ſiain ; on this point, the unfortunately deluded will do well to confider, whether the true inter- 
eſts and honor of the Roman Catholic Religion are likely to be moſt conſidered by the Biſhops of that per- 
ſuafion—by the ancient families who profeſs that religion, and who have reſiſted every temptation to relin- 
quiſh it by men who, at once profeſſing it, and ſubmitting to the preſent conſtitution, have arrived at a 
ſtate of affluence which gratifies every wiſh ; or by a ſet of deſperate and profligate men, availing themſelves 
of the want of education and experience in thoſe whom they ſcek to uſe as inſtruments for gratifying their own 
wicked and intercſted views: — At all events, the underſigned feel themſelves bound to reſcue their names, 
and as far as in them lies, the religion which they profeſs, from the ignominy which each would incur 
from an appearance of acquieſcence in ſuch criminal and irreligious conduct; and they hefitate not to de- 
clare, that the accompliſhment of the views of the deluded of their perſuaſion, if effected, muſt be effected by 


the downfal of the Clergy —of the ancient Families—and reſpectable commercial men of the Roman 
Catholic Religion.
